WHEAT:  World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  a  record  517.1 
million  tons,  down  2.6  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month,  but 
up  slightly  from  last  year.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include  the 
following: 


o  United  States  Production  is  projected  at  66.5  million  tons, 

down  2.2  million  or  3  percent  from  last  month  and 
6  percent  from  last  year.  Dry  conditions  in  the 
northern  Great  Plains,  Pacific  Northwest  and 
Southeast  lowered  expected  winter  wheat  yields. 


o  East  Europe  Production  is  projected  at  37.1  million  tons, 

down  0.7  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month  and 
11  percent  from  last  year’s  record  crop. 
Unfavorable  fall  and  early  spring  weather  in 
Bulgaria  have  resulted  in  lower  area  and  yield 
expectations . 

o  Other  W.  Europe  Production  is  projected  at  9.6  million  tons,  up 

0.2  million  or  2  percent  from  last  month,  but 
down  10  percent  from  last  year’s  record  crop. 
Favorable  moisture  during  the  grain-filling 
period  improved  winter  wheat  prospects  in  Spain. 
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COARSE  GRAINS i  World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  a  record 
816.2  million  tons,  up  0.5  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  2  percent  from  last  year.  Important  changes  from  a  month  ago  include 
the  following: 


o  East  Europe  Production  is  projected  at  68.5  million  tons, 

down  0.4  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last 
month  and  7  percent  from  last  year's  record 
crop.  The  decrease  is  attributed  to  lower 
expected  barley  yields  in  Bulgaria. 

o  EC-10  Production  is  projected  at  70.5  million  tons,  up 

0.3  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last 
month,  but  down  6  percent  from  last  year’s 
harvest.  This  month’s  increase  is  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  estimated  barley  area  in  France 
and  oat  area  in  the  United  Kingdom. 


RICE  (MILLED-BASIS):  World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  a 
record  319.5  million  tons,  unchanged  from  last  month,  but  up  1.5  million  or 
less  than  1  percent  from  last  year’s  crop.  Foreign  production  in  1985/86  is 
projected  at  a  record  315.5  million  tons,  an  increase  of  1.9  million  or  less 
than  1  percent  from  1984/85,  while  U.S.  output  is  projected  at  4.0  million, 
a  decline  of  0.4  million  or  9  percent  from  last  year. 


OILSEEDS :  World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  186.0  million 
tons,  unchanged  from  last  month,  but  down  1.7  million  or  less  than  1  percent 
from  1984/85.  U.S.  production  is  forecast  at  60.0  million  tons,  up  0.8 
million  or  1  percent  from  1984/85.  Foreign  production  is  projected  at  126.0 
million  tons,  down  2.5  million  or  2  percent  from  1984/85. 


COTTON I  World  production  for  1985/86  is  projected  at  75.7  million  bales, 
down  0.1  million  bales  from  last  month  and  down  9.2  million  or  11  percent 
from  1984/85.  Foreign  production  is  projected  at  63.7  million  bales,  down 
0.3  million  from  last  month  and  down  8.2  million  or  11  percent  from  a  year 
ago.  U.S.  production  is  projected  at  12.0  million  bales,  up  0.2  from  last 
month,  but  down  1.0  million  or  8  percent  from  a  year  ago.

WHEAT:  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  514.4  million  tons, 
up  0.6  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month.  Upward  revisions 
occurred  in  Australia  and  Eastern  Europe. 

COARSE  GRAINS:  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  803.5  million 
tons,  up  0.6  niillion  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month.  Production 
estimates  were  raised  in  Australia,  Mexico,  and  Indonesia,  while  production 
was  lowered  in  Eastern  Europe. 
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RICE  (MILLED-BASIS) t  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  318.0 
million  tons,  up  0.2  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month.  Minor 
revisions  were  made  in  several  countries. 

OILSEEDS :  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  a  record  187.7 
million  tons,  up  0.5  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month  and  up 
13  percent  from  1983/84. 

*  Soybeans :  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  90.7 
million  tons,  up  0.4  million  or  less  than  1  percent  from  last  month 
and  up  10  percent  from  1983/84.  An  important  change  from  a  month 
ago  is  the  following;

34.3  million  tons,  up  0.2  million  from  last  month  and  up  25  percent 
from  the  previous  year. 

*  Peanuts ;  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  19.7 
million  tons,  down  0.2  million  or  1  percent  from  last  month,  but  up 
5  percent  from  1983/84. 

*  Sunf lowerseed ;  World  production  for  1984/85  is  estimated  at  a 
record  17.7  million  tons,  up  marginally  from  last  month  and  up  14 
percent  from  the  previous  year.

Production  is  estimated  at  a  record  4.6  million 
bales,  up  0.1  million  or  2  percent  from  last 
month  and  110  percent  above  the  1983/84 
pest-infested  crop.
